S BRETT HART the best wres- 

tler in the World Wrestling 
Federation? 

That depends on_ whether 
you're talking about men or wom- 
en, because for overall agility, 
skill, and stamina, The Jumping 
Bomb Angels have no peers. In 
any event, I’m going to do my 
best to be at WrestleMania IV on 
Sunday, March 27, because Hart 
and the Angels will be there, and 
| really couldn’t care less if Hulk 
Hogan and Andre the Giant 
weren't within 3,000 miles of the 
arena. 

Brett Hart and The Jumping 
Bomb Angels put on a memora- 
ble show for over 17,500 fans at 
Copps Coliseum in Hamilton, On- 
tario, and hundreds of thousands 
of others watching the WWF's 
Royal Rumble card live on the 
USA cable network on January 
24. The Rumble, which Hart com- 
peted in but didn’t win, was the 
most exciting wrestling event I’ve 
seen since the tag team match of 
The Survivor Series on Thanksgiv- 
ing. The Angels’ best-of-three-falls 
victory over The Glamour Girls for 
the WWF women’s tag title was a 
perfect example of what wrestling 
in this country should be, but so 
often isn’t. 

And the WWF did it all without 
Hulk Hogan, Randy Savage, An- 
dre the Giant, Strike Force, and 
The British Bulldogs. Hogan and 
Andre were on hand to sign con- 
tracts for their February 5 match 
in Indianapolis, but didn’t wrestle. 
They appeared for all of 10 min- 
utes of a three-hour card, and the 
show wouldn’t have been hurt if 
they weren’t there at all. The 
crowd didn’t stop cheering for a 
minute. 

What a shock it must have 
been for these Hulkamaniacs to

flight into Calgary. The Winter Games 
of the XV Olympiad (okay, it’s pomp- 
ous, but I /ove how that sounds!) 
made the purchase of airline seats to 
The Great White North less likely than 
having a pair of front row seats for a 
Bruce Springsteen concert land in my 
mailbox with Ed McMahon’s face on 
the envelope.

Because that’s the home of Stampede wrestling, an area 
that has been a proving ground for such stars as The 

. British Bulldogs, The Hart 
Foundation, and The Honky 
Tonk Man. And that has a 
remarkable crop of current 
talent ready to bring the 
| sport into the 1990s, men 
like Jason the Terrible, Brian 
' Pillman, Steve DiSalvo, and 
1987 Rookie of the Year 
Owen Hart. 

In a very real sense, Owen 
th has been the point man in a 
Brian Pillman remarkable surge of interest 
in the Stampede area, To be fair, though, it’s a level 
interest that should have come long ago. 

**Stampede wrestling has been sort of a sleeping giant 
up here in Canada,” said Ross Hart, a member of the 
legendary Hart family in Calgary who handles public 
relations for Stampede. “‘There’s always been a high pre- 
mium placed on wrestling excellence. The guys that reach 
the top of the ratings in Calgary have demonstrated that 
they know how to wrestle. This is a very, very tough area 
in which to succeed. It’s a proving ground, and you’re 
not about to get by on looks or bragging. That can get 
you some attention, but it can’t win you any matches, 
and it can’t help you defend against some of the aerial 
tactics that seem to predominate styles in Calgary more 
than anywhere else.” 

It’s those aerial tactics that have helped bring Calgary 
wrestlers like The Hart Foundation and The British Bull-

dogs such fame in recent years, and 
that promise to help catapult young 

Owen Hart to the top of the wrestling 

world. But there’s another reason why 

Calgary wrestlers emerge from that 
area with such finely honed skills: dis- 
cipline. Calgary referee Jurgen Her- 
mann explains: 
‘*There’s a very strict enforcement 
of the rules here in Stampede, and we 
* utilize a system that, to my knowledge, 
isn’t in effect anywhere else in wres- 
tling. It’s a card system. If a wrestler 
gets out of hand during a match, if he refuses to follow the 
referee’s instructions, for example, the referee signals for a 
yellow card to be flashed by officials at ringside. The first 
yellow card is a warning, as is the second. The third card 
is a red card, meaning that the wrestler has earned himself 
™ a disqualification. At that 
point, if a man is completely 
out of control and continues 
on his course, a black card is 
issued which means immedi- 
ate suspension for a length 
of time to be determined by 
Stampede officials at a later 
time.” 

“The card system is very 
effective,’ says Stu Hart, 
patriarch of the Hart family. 
“Wrestlers know that rules 
will be enforced strictly and that definite action will be 
taken. A card is a card, it’s concrete, it makes the wrestler 
think twice before stepping over the line. He knows that 
there’s a very definite and very clear progression from 
yellow card to black card, and that the referees aren’t 
afraid to issue cards when they see fit. As a result, 
wrestlers in Calgary stick within the rulebook.” 

And sticking within the rulebook means that they have 
to find ways within the rules to win matches, hence the 
premium placed on science, on teamwork in tag matches, 
and on aerial tactics. 

I think it’s great that Stampede is getting more atten- 
tion now than ever before. The problem is that people 
have to realize that Stampede, while a great proving 
ground for young talent, isn’t an area to be taken lightly. 
They’re not like baseball’s farm system; they’re a major- 
league caliber promotion all by themselves. The quality of 
the wrestling and the quality of the athlete in Stampede 
may, on average, be higher than anywhere else in the 
wrestling world. 

They’re an area that every wrestling fan ought to keep 
a close, close eye on. O

REET BAND! 
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DUSTY RHODES 


On January 24 at Nassau Coliseum 
in Uniondale, Long Island, Dusty 
Rhodes won the Bunkhouse Stam- 
pede championship for the third con- 
secutive year. One of the most interest- 
ing aspects of the match was the bat- 
tle-within-the-battle pitting Lex Luger 
against Tully Blanchard and Arn 
Anderson. 

Luger, who turned against The 
Four Horsemen in early December, 
has aborted his U.S. and NWA World 
title drives for the time being to con- 
centrate on wiping out the Horsemen. 
In fact, Luger, who was one of the 
favorites to win the Stampede, seemed 
more intent on eliminating Blanchard 
and Anderson than on taking home the 
$500,000 prize. As it turned out, 
Blanchard, Anderson, and Luger were 
simultaneously eliminated when they 
toppled thorough the cage door, leav- 
ing only Rhodes and Konga the 
Barbarian. 

“I'm going to prove to these men 
and everybody in the entire world that 
Lex Luger is the greatest wrestler 
alive,"’ said Luger afterward. ‘‘They 
tried to mess with ‘The Total Package’ 


and now they’re going to pay the price. 
After |'m finished with them, there'll 
be no way for Rie Flair to escape me, 
and then I'll have the NWA World 
championship belt wrapped around my 
waist.”” 

Also on the card, Larry Zbyszko 
defeated Barry Windham for the 
Western States title. This fast-paced 
match ended with a groogy referee, 
Dick Kroll, making a three-count after 
recovering from a collision in the ring. 
Windham missed a bodypress and flew 
through the ropes to the arena floor. 
The champion came back with a sun-

set flip and backslide for the near-pin, 
but Zbyszko escaped. Zbyszko then at- 
tempted a piledriver, but Windham re- 
versed it to a backdrop and went for 
the pin. Baby Doll, however, took off 
her shoe and passed it to Zbyszko, 
Kroll, who had not yet come to his 
senses, did not see the exchange. 
Zbyszko nailed Windham with the shoe 
and covered him for the three-count 
just as Kroll came to. Windham now 
figures to concentrate his efforts on 
teaming with Lex Luger. And as a

title change) warns, Zbyszko will have 
to keep one eye on Baby Doll! 

Mike George won the first World 
Wrestling Alliance heavyweight champi- 
onship by defeating veteran Dick 
Slater in the final round of a tourna- 
ment in Kansas City... John Tatum 
and Jack Victory won the World 
Class Texas tag team title from Skip 
Young, who represented the champi- 
onship team of Young and Tony Atlas 
against Tatum and Victory in a handi- 
cap match when Atlas failed to show. 
Young was helped in the bout by Sol- 
omon Grundy, who ran into the ring 
to aid his friend, but the help came 
too late. Tatum and Victory now hold 
two titles, the other being the Wild 
West tag team championship. 

The Iron Sheik is negotiating a re- 
turned to the WWF. The former WWF 
World champion was scheduled to ap- 
pear on the February Madison Square 
Garden card Misty Blue 
Simmes is teaming with Dusty 
Rhodes and Nikita Koloff in six- 


man matches against Jim Cornette 
and The Midnight Express .. . Sa- 
moan Afa and Rocky Johnson are 
feuding in the World Wrestling Council 
in Puerto Rico; Afa and Johnson were 
friends in the Trans World Wrestling 
Federation ... Chris Adams and 
Terry Gordy are the top contenders 
to Al Perez’s World Class heavyweight 
title; Kerry and Kevin Von Erich 
are also on the list. 

Although Hacksaw Jim Duggan 
won the WWF’s Royal Rumble on Jan- 
uary 24 in Hamilton, Ontario, every- 
body is talking about the performance 
of former UWF heavyweight champ 
One Man Gang. The 468-pound gi- 
ant from Chicago tossed B. Brian 
Blair, Jake “The Snake” Roberts, 
Hillbilly Jim, Ultimate Warrior, 
Magnificent Muraco, and.

The Nasty 
Boys recently signed to wrestle full- 
time in the AWA and are top contend- 
ers to the Rockers’ belts ... Rule- 
breaker Max Pain is new to the CWA. 

Speaking of the CWA, Terry Taylor’s 
arrival caught everybody by surprise, 
but his departure was even more sud- 
den.

WORTH, TX: Out with the old, in with the 
new. I was down here to check out the Fritz Von 
Erich injury and lucked out when I stumbled upon a 
newcomer named Jason Sterling at a World Class 
show. Eric Embry, the WCCW junior heavyweight 
champion, wrestled Sterling in a 10-minute challenge 
match and vowed to play with him for five minutes 
and then pin him at will. After five minutes, Sterling 
looked pretty good, and after 10 minutes he was still 
standing. Naturally, Embry called it a fluke and told 
the kid he’d pay him $100 for every minute up to 10 
that he could last with him. Well, the kid went

another 10 minutes and Embry had to shell out the 
cash. By this time, Embry’s ego was mortally 
wounded and he wasn’t going to leave without get- 
ting in the last shot. After giving Sterling $500, he 
dropped the next bill on the floor. Sterling, who’s a 
good wrestler but still too naive, made the mistake 
of bending down to pick it up. Embry piledrived 
Sterling, took back the money, and left the ring. So 
Embry got in the last shot, but he’s going to have to 
deal with Sterling in the very near future, unless he 
can avoid giving him a rematch. You know, one of 
the great things about this sport is that it takes care 
of itself. You mourn the passing of legends, but 
there’s no need to worry because there’s plenty of 
young talent out there to replace them. Ric Flair was 
once a rookie, as were Ted DiBiase and Curt 
Hennig. Who knows—maybe Jason Sterling will 
someday fill their shoes. Even if he doesn’t, it’s 
always fun watching. Sterling made this the best trip 
to Texas I’ve made in a long time. And Fritz is 
feeling much better, thank goodness. 


MINNEAPOLIS, MN: After a month of chasing 
around the smaller promotions, it’s back to the big 
time. But before I got back into the grind, I figured 
I’d come out here to bid farewell to a grand old 
dame I’ve known since the 1930s when I was a 
young boy. It broke my heart when the old Madison 
Square Garden closed in 1967 and when Sunnyside 
Gardens was reduced to rubble in the 1970s. I don’t 
get around to ol’ Kiel Auditorium in St. Louis much 
anymore, and I had a lump in my throat as I 
walked around the Minneapolis Auditorium for 
probably the last time. The building is closing down 
and, on February 4, the AWA was to run its last 
card here. Prior engagements preclude my presence 
on the fourth, I’m almost embarrassed to say, but I 
had to see this place one more time. A janitor let me 
in through a side door and it was almost dark in the 
arena, but I managed to find my way to the seat 
upstairs from where I’ve watched some of the great-

est stars in wrestling history. Sitting there, I looked 
down at the spot where the ring would’ve been and 
could almost see Verne Gagne wrestling Larry 
Hennig, Bruiser and Crusher winning the AWA tag 
belts, Hardboiled Haggerty and Len Montana doing 
the same. Names such as Billy Robinson, Gene Ki- 
niski, Mr. M ( a former AWA World champ), Mad 
Dog Vachon, Dr. X, Killer Kowalski, Moose Evans, 
Bronko Nagurski, and Ray Steele came pouring 
back into my mind, the men who cultivated my 
interest in this great sport. Soon, all the old buildings 
will be gone, It seems as if Boston Garden and The 
Sportatorium in Dallas are the only ones left. Even 
The Olympic in Los Angeles, which I thought would 
be around forever, is only a memory. Now the 
Minneapolis Auditorium. Goodbye, old friend. 


UNIONDALE, NY: The NWA held its first Nassau 
Coliseum show the day before Thanksgiving and 
drew a crowd of approximately 13,000. They re- 
turned on Sunday night, January 24, for the finals 
of The Bunkhouse Stampede and their first-ever un- 
opposed shot at pay-per-view (that is if you consider 
the ‘‘Royal Rumble,’ courtesy of the WWF on 
USA cable at the same time, ‘‘unopposed’’). Just the 
facts, draw your own conclusions: There were about 
6,000 fans in the 17,000-seat arena; the card started 
at 6:30 p.m., although the tickets said 7:00 p.m. and 
some even said 8:00; the card ended just before 9:00, 
meaning that those who showed up at the 7:00 
scheduled starting time saw less than two hours of 
wrestling for their money; the crowd was almost 
dead silent when Dusty Rhodes won The Bunkhouse 
Stampede for the third straight year by tossing The 
Warlord over the top of the cage. Silent until some 
started chanting “‘Refund! Refund!”’ and then booed 
loudly when it became apparent that the Bunkhouse 
was the final match of the evening. From what 
people tell me, the card wasn’t advertised in any of 
the daily newspapers, so it was amazing that so 
many people actually managed to show up. There’s 
no doubt that the NWA has the highest quality of 
wrestling in the United States, but serious mistakes 
are being made. This should’ve been one of the 


greatest NWA cards ever, but instead people will 
remember January 24, 1988, as the day of the Royal 
Rumble, which was broadcast live from Hamilton, 
Ontario. I wished I was there. It’s been a long time 
since I’ve wished I was at a WWF card instead of 
an NWA card. 


NEW YORK, NY: So the next night I’m in Madi- 
son Square Garden to see Hulk Hogan and Bam 
Bam Bigelow against Ted DiBiase and bodyguard 
Virgil with Andre the Giant in the corner. The cur- 
rent situation in the WWF is an absolute disgrace:

ANDRE THE GIANT VS. HULK HOGAN 
There’s no way that WWF President Jack Tunney 
can allow people to buy and sell the title, but he’s 
doing nothing about it! Regardless, Hogan vs. An- 
dre and DiBiase is the hottest feud in wrestling right 
now, though the Graden was not sold out. The 
match wasn’t bad, but I spent most of the evening 
watching Andre, who looks like he’s been brain- 
washed. Once a kind, gentle man, he now has an 
evil look in his eyes, a monster turned loose. I’m not 
sure what kind of violence he’s capable of, but he 
obviously has it in him to rip another man to shreds. 
How did he get this way? Did he always have it in 
him? Or is he just bitter? I feel sorry for him. O

And although she came 
to Larry Zbyszko with good intentions, 
history says that this sadistic madman 
must beware of a woman even more 
evil than himself. 

Barry Windham is Zbyszko’s fiercest 
rival, but Baby Doll will cause his 
downfall. 

“Ts after that first impression, when 
she’s got you in her grasp, that the 
trouble really begins,’ continued Mag- 
num. “When she was Dusty’s valet 
back in 1986, everybody criticized me 
for keeping my distance from her and 
never approving of their relationship. 
The thing is, I knew her past and I 
knew how Dusty trusted her. Man, he 
was falling all over her, and I can tell 
evil when I see it.” 

Magnum knows what history has 
shown to be true: Baby Doll does 
make a great first impression. She has 
no trouble getting a job. Keeping that 
job, however, is another story—one 
that has been told by Hernandez, 
Blanchard, Rhodes, Flair, and even 
Mama Cornette, who went against her 
son’s advice and hired Baby Doll in 
late 1986. Shortly afterward, Baby Doll 
walked out on her, too. 

“She’s the classic case of an unsta- 
ble personality,” said noted psycholo- 
gist Dr. Sidney M. Basil, an occasional 
contributor to Inside Wrestling. “She 
can’t maintain a relationship for more 
than a few months at a time. She can’t 
deal with the idea of a commitment. 
Baby Doll is also very untrustworthy.

Preview & Analysis 
Of A Violent Feud 


OR THE PAST five years, The Road Warriors have been regarded as the 
two strongest men in the entire sport. Their massive physiques have been 
their trademark ticket to glory, with few wrestlers daring to challenge their 

strength—either in the gym or in the ring. 

But the Warriors are now on the receiving end of a most unlikely challenge. 

On a WTBS interview four days before Christmas, Warrior manager Paul 

Ellering found himself interrupted by Paul Jones. Jones stated that Konga the 
Barbarian and The Warlord were the strongest men in wrestling today, and 
challenged the Warriors to any test of strength they could name. 

Ellering’s first response was laughter. Then Jones played his trump card, 
offering $25,000 in prize money for a winner-take-all bench-press contest. No, 
replied Ellering; Jones upped his offer to $50,000. Ellering agreed, and a contest 
was set for Greensboro, Nerth Carolina, on January 30. No matter what the 
results of that contest, a lengthy feud between these teams appears inevitable. In 
this special feature, Inside Wrestling takes a close look at how these four massive 
individuals stack up—in the ring and in the gym.

Barbarian Irish-whips Hawk 
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FRITZ VON ERICH 


“THEY'VE BROKEN 


MY BODY, 


BUT NOT MY SPIRIT!” 


RITZ VON ERICH, the patri- 

arch of the world-famous Von 
Erich family, has been beaten, bruised, 
and nearly crippled on several occa- 
sions, But he’s always managed to 
walk out of the arena on his own pow- 
er—until Christmas 1987. On this most 
festive of family holidays, Kevin and 
Kerry Von Erich couldn’t save their 
father from a brutal attack by Terry 
Gordy, Buddy Roberts, Iceman Par- 
sons, and The Angel of Death at Re- 
union Arena in Dallas. 

Kerry was scheduled to wrestle 
World Class champion Al Perez, with 
Fritz and Perez's manager, Gary Hart, 
handcuffed to each other at ringside. 
Before the match, Gordy came to the 
ring to challenge the winner. Gordy 
made several disparaging remarks 
about Kerry’s 1986 motorcycle accident 
and the two began ‘fighting. But this 
was merely a smokescreen for Parsons, 
Roberts, and Angel, who handcuffed 
Fritz to the ropes and brutally attacked 
him. 

Kevin ran out to help his father, and 
the attackers fled the ring. Kevin and 
Kerry carried Fritz back to the dressing 
room. Barely out of the ring, however, 
Fritz collapsed. He was carried off on 
a stretcher, rushed to Baylor University 
Medical Center, and placed in intensive 
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care. Fritz was released two days later, 
but his condition worsened at home. 
At press time, Fritz was partially para- 
lyzed, though the extent of the paraly- 
sis was unknown. 

Inside Wrestling Senior Editor Bill 
Apter flew to Fritz’s home in Denton, 
Texas, to talk with Fritz—in remark- 
ably good spirits—about the attack.

Q: Fritz, it almost breaks my heart to 
see you sitting here like this. I’ve 
seen you wrestle hundreds of times, 
and my image of you will always 
be of a strong, determined man, a 
former AWA World champion, 
and one of the greatest wrestlers of 
all time. 

A: Thank you, Bill, and I want to 
reassure you that although I’ve 


gotten a little older, I’m still a 
strong, determined man who be- 
lieves in fighting his own battles 
and sticking up for what’s right. 
The good Lord put us on this 
earth to fight evil, and although 
those Freebirds might’ye broken 
my body, they haven’t broken my 
spirit. When I recover—and I 
guarantee you that I will—they’re 
in for plenty of trouble. 


: What were you thinking when Ter- 


ry Gordy came to the ring with 
Buddy Roberts, Iceman Parsons, 
and The Angel of Death?

Besides, I can’t say that I 
haven’t been the victim of this type 
of attack before, it’s just that it 
always happened when I was more 
prepared to defend myself. I ex- 
pected to spend the evening hand- 


was behind the attack, and that 
wouldn’t surprise me at all. Hart is 
an evil man and he makes no se- 
cret of his hatred for me. He just 
stood there and enjoyed every 
minute of it. 


: Probably the scariest moment of 


the evening came when Kevin and 
Kerry helped you back to the 
dressing room and you collapsed 
barely out of the ring. What were 
you thinking at the time? 


: In all honesty, I wasn’t thinking 


anything; I was practically uncon- 
scious. I heard that several people 
thought I had a heart attack, but 
that was totally untrue. I’ve never 
had a heart attack, but I have an 
idea what one might feel like. The 
only way I can describe it is to say 
that I felt nothing. I felt numb, no 
pain or anything. That’s why I 
couldn’t walk and I was in a bit of 
a daze. In fact, I don’t even re- 
member being in the ambulance or 
going into the hospital. The last 
thing I remember is being hand- 
cuffed to the ropes. Next thing I 


: As it turned out, Kerry would’ve 


been better off staying with you. 
He said he wasn’t into his wres- 
tling, that he couldn’t keep his 
mind on his match because he was 
too concerned about you. 


: Yes, and it’s a great thing, Bill, to 


have people care about you. You 
know, one thing I have to thank 
the good Lord for is having all 
these people who care about my- 
self, Doris, and all the boys. I 
think that comes from the caring 
the family has within itself. I don’t 
blame Kerry for not being able to 
wrestle his best, because if it was 
me in the ring and Kerry in the 
hospital, I don’t think I could’ve 
wrestled, either. The thing is, Kerry 
felt that he was duty-bound, to the 
family, to himself, and most of all 
to the fans to wrestle that night, 
even if it was after midnight. You 
know, that title shot was a gift 
from Kevin. Besides, I wasn’t go- 
ing anywhere, and Kevin was there 
for me with Doris. 


Q: How’d you feel when you finally 


came to? 

: Very tired, but not as bad as you’d 
expect after going through an or- 
deal like that. The doctors quickly 
dispelled any fears that I had a 
heart attack, and for a while it 
looked like I only suffered minor 
injuries to my neck, back, arms, 
and legs, but nothing terribly seri- 
ous. When they told me that they 
carried me out of the arena on a 
stretcher, I wasn’t too pleased. 
That’s never happened to me be- 
fore. But let’s face it, the odds 
were against me, especially since 
Kerry was tied up with Gordy, and 
Kevin was back in the dressing 
room taking a shower. You know, 
it’s funny how fast news carries in 
a wrestling arena. Kevin got word 
immediately that I was getting at- 
tacked and people tell me they’ve 
never seen a guy get dressed so 
fast. 

: Let’s jump ahead two days, when 
you were released from the hospital 
and returned home. That’s when 
things really started to go wrong. 


A: That’s right. I was fine when I got 


home, but I could feel myself get- 
ting weaker by the day. Finally, I

woke up one morning and could 
barely walk. I was. also having 
some trouble moving my arms. 
Doris called the doctor and he 
came over right away. He said that 
I had suffered partial paralysis be- 
cause of the attack—nothing per- 
manent—and although I wouldn’t 
lose the use of any parts of my 
body, they’d have to monitor the 
situation very closely. Right now, 
I’m starting to feel a little better, 
but it’s going to take some time.

AWA, my friends,” said 
Paul E. Dangerously, “the federa- 
tion where titles change hands in 
the boardroom, not the wrestling 
ring. Mr. Stanley Blackbum first 
decided that Curt Hennig would 
be the World heavyweight cham- 
pion, and now he’s decided that 
The Midnight Rockers should be 
the tag team champions. 

“You are welcome to stay as 
long as you like. But as for me and 
Randy and Dennis—we are outta 
here, and we ain’t never comin’ 
back!” 

With that, Dangerously disap- 
peared through the door, saying 
goodbye to the press corps gath-

ered in his office and leaving the 
AWA behind. 

Dangerously, who relies on de- 
ceit as much as brilliance, imagery 
as much as skill, had finally dis- 
covered there was no place for 
him in a federation that actually 
bothers to look at tapes to settle 
controversies. For all their talk, 
Dangerously and his “Onginal” 
Midnight Express couldn’t dispute 
the truth. 

As Dangerously so _ astutely 
pointed out, both AWA World t- 
tles are now in the hands of men 
who “won” their belts because of 
decisions handed down by AWA 
Officials. Last May, an AWA review 
board decided that a videotape re-

play of the May 2, 1987, match be- 
tween Curt Hennig and Nick 
Bockwinkel showed no evidence 
that Larry Zbyszko illegally aided 
Hennig. Hennig, who won the 
match by pinfall, was declared 
champion. 

Eight months later, in Minot, 
North Dakota, a similar decision 
was handed down by President 
Stanley Blackbur that gave Marty 
Jannetty and Shawn Michaels their 
second AWA World tag team title. 


The controversy centered on a 
match that took place December 
27 at The Showboat in Las Vegas 
between the Rockers and 
Dangerously’s Midnight Express. 
Two days earlier, Jannetty and 
Michaels, the CWA tag team 
champions, battled the Express to 
a 30-minute time-limit draw in Min- 
neapolis. The Rockers were not 
scheduled for any additional title 
shots, but were granted another ti- 
tle match for an outstanding effort 
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u A: 
Jannetty 


sets Condrey up for a suplex. The Express’ manager, Paul E. Dangerously, was so 


incensed by Blackbur’s ruling that he left the AWA. So did the Express. 


and their status as past champions. 
Or, simply put, the Rockers are a 
drawing card for AWA promoters. 

The Showboat showdown broke 
out of control when all four men 
collided with referee Marty Miller. 
A groggy Miller tried to regain his 
composure while Jannetty fell on 
top of Dennis Condrey and Randy 
Rose fell on top of Shawn Mi- 
chaels. Substitute referee Bob 
Warren, who was watching the 
match from mngside, thought 
Miller was unable to continue and 
ran into the ring to count Rose’s 
pin. At the same time, however, 
Miller had recovered and counted 
Jannetty’s pin of Condrey. 

The Express’ hands were raised 
in victory, but Blackburn called for 
an immediate review of the match 
tape. He concluded that since it 
was a double pin situation and 
Miller, the official referee, made a 
count, Jannetty’s pin would stand. 
The Rockers were named champi- 
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ons in Minot, and Dangerously de- 
cided he was tired of the AWA’s 
brand of justice. 

“It's simply a sham,” said Dan- 
gerously, who at press time was 
close to signing a contract with the 
World Class Wrestling Associa- 
tion. “First of all, it takes them 
much too long to hand down a 
decision. Two weeks! Why did it 
take Blackbur so long? Second of 
all, Miller was in no condition to 
make a count. He was practically 
out cold and had no idea what 
was going on.” 

Blackbum, however, insisted 
that after conferring with Miller af- 
ter the match, he had no doubt 
that the referee was fully con- 
scious when he made the three- 
count. “Mr. Miller was slightly 
dazed, but he saw the pin and 
made the count.” But how about 
Rose’s pin? “An unofficial referee 
made that count. Mr. Miller did 
not see the alleged pin.” And if 


Blackbum conferred with Miller af- 
ter the match, why wasn’t the al- 
leged pin reversed sooner? “I 
wanted to talk with all parties in- 
volved,” said Blackburn. 

Jannetty and Michaels, however, 
feel they deserve the belts. In fact, 
they claim they never should have 
lost them. ‘““When we lost to [Boris] 
Zukhov and [Soldat] Ustinov, it was 
a total fluke,” said Michaels. “We 
had wrestled them dozens of times 
and were starting to get compla- 
cent, so it was only natural that 
they’d catch us on a lucky day. 
Then they refused to give us a re- 
match, so we decided it was time 
to get out [of the AWAl].” 

“That’s right, brother,” added 
Jannetty, “The Midnight Rockers 
are the greatest tag team in the 
world, the coolest tag team in the 
world, and the idols of women ev- 
erywhere, so those Russians were 
afraid of us. We went ‘round the 
world, searching for the nght com- 
petition. We ended up in Mem- 
phis, and we showed those peo- 
ple the way to wrestle. And now 
we're the World champions again, 
because you can’t keep a good 
team down.” 

Strangely, Jannetty and Michaels 
weren't given a hero’s welcome 
when they returned to the CWA 
with the belts. The Rockers’ seem- 
ingly arrogant attitude has made 
them hated in Memphis, where 
fans prefer a more hardcore 
brawling style. Jannetty and Mi- 
chaels have always been known 
for their love of partying and burn- 
ing the midnight oil; some say it 
was their downfall the first time 
they held the World belts. 

Further north in the AWA, how- 
ever, the fans still have a love affair 
with the Rockers. They don’t care 
that the Rockers won the belts by 
controversial means. Dangerously 
and his men are gone, Jannetty 
and Michaels are here, and the 
party has begun once again. “As 
Dangerously said,” cracked Mi- 
chaels, “you’re all welcome to stay 
as long as you like.” O

HEREVER PAUL E. Danger- 

ously goes, Tommy Rich and 
Austin Idol follow. In 1987 in Mem- 
phis, Rich and Idol, under the man- 
agement of Dangerously, engaged in a 
now-famous six-month feud against 
Jerry Lawler. Bones were broken, 
blood was shed, titles were exchanged, 
and there was no winner. 

The final image of that feud will 
always be Dangerously lying in the 
ring, his leg broken by Lawler and Bill 
Dundee, while Idol and Rich turned 
their back on him and returned to the 
dressing room. Weeks later, Danger- 
ously showed up in the AWA, this 
time opposed by Rich. But Idol was 
nowhere to be seen. Dangerously man- 
aged the team of Randy Rose and 
Dennis Condrey to the tag team title 
and engineered Adrian Adonis’ brief 
feud against Rich—all while talking at 
ringside on his ever-present portable 
telephone. 

Dangerously and Rose recenily left 
the AWA and went to Southern 
Championship Wrestling in Georgia, 
where they once again ran up against 
Rich. This time, Dangerously offered 
Rich a chance to rejoin his stable. Rich 
refused. Dangerously vowed revenge. 
Finally, during a match between -Rich 
and Rose, Dangerously made a myste- 
rious phone call. Moments later, Aus- 
tin Idol ran into the ring and attacked 
Rich. A brutal three-on-one assault en- 
sued and Rich’s face was drowned in a 
mass of blood. 

Rose was fined $1,000 for joining in 
the attack. Idol was suspended for 30 
days. Dangerously, who had his phone 
taken away by SCW officials, went to 
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“‘Let’s face it, Rich, you’re an underachiever, a loser, and a 
turncoat. You have no career direction. You have no idea 
which way you’re headed.”’

watch Itsuki Yamazaki and Noriyo 
Tateno, the famous Jumping 
Bomb Angels from Japan, display 
scientific and aerial techniques 
that put even The British Bulldogs 
to shame. 

Ever since arriving in the U.S., 
the Angels have had their eyes on 
the WWF belts. Those who have 
seen them compete knew it was 
only a matter of time before the 
belts were strapped around their 
waists. The Angels weigh in at a 
combined 278 pounds, less than 
many single male wrestlers, but 
they’ve proven that size means so 
little in this sport. A skilled small 
person will overcome the clumsy 
behemoth every time; if Hogan 
ever granted a match to a scientif- 
ic wrestler, we’d see that was 
true. 

Of course, The Glamour Girls 
aren't exactly clumsy behemoths. 
Judy Martin and Lelani Kai are in 
good shape and managed by Jim- 
my Hart, one of the most brilliant 
(though irritating) minds in the 
sport. Kai and Martin know their 
way around a wrestling ring, too, 
and posed a serious test for the 
Japanese girls. 

In fact, the champs won the 
first fall when Kai pinned 


Yamazaki. But the Angels, whose 
high-flying, tireless style has cap- 
tured the fancy of fans around the 
country, rallied to victory in the 
second fall. Tateno executed a 
beautiful sunset flip that rendered 
Kai helpless. Martin tried to inter- 
fere but couldn’t beat the ref’s 
three-count. 

In the third fall, the Angels exe- 
cuted a magnificent double-drop- 
kick from adjacent turnbuckles to 
floor Martin. Yamazaki hooked 
Martin’s arms and legs for the 
three-count and the Angels were 
champs. Videotape replays 
showed that Yamazaki lifted Mar- 
tin’s shoulder off the mat when 
she hooked her arm, and com- 
mentator Jesse Ventura claimed 
that the Angels’ double-dropkick 
was illegal—but form, style, and 
execution should count for some- 
thing. Martin had tried to place 
her foot over the ropes, but 
Yamazaki prevented her by hook- 
ing the leg. 

It's amazing how a pair of un- 
known Japanese female wrestlers 
could capture a crowd the way 
the Angels did. Yamazaki and 
Tateno gave the fans a lesson in 
scientific wrestling. As Assistant 
Editor Gian Trotta said, ‘The

WWF should’ve made the men 
watch this match at ringside so 
they could learn a few things.” 

If they had, Brett Hart could’ve 
stayed back in the dressing room, 
because he already knows how to 
wrestle. To answer the question 
posed in the opening paragraph: 
Yes, Brett Hart is the best (male) 
wrestler in the WWF, followed 
closely by Rick Steamboat and 
Ted DiBiase. Hart’s performance 
in The Royal Rumble spoke for 
itself. 

For the uninitiated, The Royal 
Rumble consisted of 20 wrestlers 
in a unique battle royal format. 
The match started with Hart going 
one-on-one against Tito Santana, 
a perfect rivalry to start things off. 
Then, every two minutes, another 
wrestler entered the ring. It 
could’ve been a fan favorite or a 
rulebreaker; numbers were drawn 
earlier in the evening. Wrestlers 
could only be eliminated by being 
thrown over the top rope. 

Hart, the first man in the ring, 
hardly had a chance to win, since 
it figured that the last wrestlers to 
enter the ring would have a big 
advantage, since they wouldn't 
have to wrestle as long. Hacksaw 
Duggan, the winner, was the 13th 
man in. One Man Gang, the last 
man thrown out, was the 19th to 
enter. 

Brett Hart lasted for nearly 36 
minutes of an all-out brawl. San- 
tana was eliminated nearly 10 
minutes earlier. Imagine the stam- 
ina it took for Hart to remain in 
the ring so long. Hogan is usually 
winded after 15 minutes. Butch 
Reed, the third man into the ring, 
lasted only a few minutes. This 
was an amazing performance by 
“The Hitman,’’ whose wrestling 
ability is often overshadowed by 
his propensity for brawling and 
rulebreaking. 

The best part of it all was that 
Hart and The Jumping Bomb An- 
gels’ performances were shown 
live on USA Network. On January 
24, 1988, at least, the best things 
in life were free. O

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She always has an ulterior motive. And 
if you'll notice, she always causes trou- 
ble in her wake. For some reason, 
men are willing to risk their lives for 
her.” 

Baby Doll is currently casting her 
spell on Zbyszko, who didn’t hesitate 
to hire her as his valet/adviser when 
he jumped from the AWA to the 
NWA late last year. Zbyszko was im- 
pressed with Baby Doll’s extensive col- 
lection of wrestling tapes and_ her 
knowledge of the sport. He was also 
impressed with Baby Doll herself and, 
according to insiders, has pursued a 
love relationship from the start. 

“One of the things men apparently 
like about Baby Doll is that she acts as 
a maternal figure,” said Basil. “She’s a 
very big, very strong woman, and she’s 
also very protective. Baby Doll also 
likes to be protected, however, and the 
man’s ego is fulfilled in that way. In 
Zbyszko’s case, she finally tried to at- 
tract someone with the idea of her 
wrestling expertise, but apparently 
Zbyszko was more interested in form- 
ing a relationship with Baby Doll.” 

Zbyszko wasn’t the first. In 1984, 
Baby Doll was hired as Gino Hernan- 
dez’s bodyguard in World Class, but 
quickly became more than that. She

would come to the ring wearing leather 
pants, new wave shirts and glasses, and 
frequently interfered for Gino. Their 
personal relationship was no secret; 
Gino was in love with Baby Doll, but 
she eventually shunned him. 

Later that year, Baby Doll was seen 
with Tully Blanchard while vacationing 
in Florida. Tully asked her to leave 
Hernandez but she refused. Finally, af- 
ter receiving many lavish gifts from 


Blanchard, she left Hernandez to be- 
come Tully's valet. 

Soon, however, the basis for her 
relationship with Dusty Rhodes was 
formed. At the 1985 Great American 
Bash, Dusty won the services of Baby 
Doll for 30 days. Baby Doll stole 
Rhodes’ credit cards and fled back to 
Blanchard. On July 21, 1985, Blan- 
chard won the U.S. title from Magnum 
T.A. with Baby Doll’s help. Days later, 
Baby Doll told T.A. to get in touch 
with her if he ever needed “a real 
woman.” Then, Tully and J.J. Dillon 
accused her of flying to Acapulco on 
stolen money. Blanchard slapped Baby 
Doll and Dusty came to her rescue. 

The Dusty-Baby Doll relationship 
seemed solid, especially in late July 
1986 when Rhodes won the NWA 
World championship from Ric Flair. 
But Baby Doll showed her true colors 
only two weeks later when Flair re- 
gained the belt from Rhodes. Baby 
Doll turned on Dusty, calling him “a 
loser,” and started coming to inter- 
views with Flair. 

That didn’t last long, though, mainly 
because Flair had leamed from his 
predecessors. “I looked at her history,” 
said Flair. “I decided I didn’t need any 
trouble from that broad, so I told her 
to hit the high road.” Baby Doll was 
then hired by Mama Cornette for per- 
sonal services, but soon left the NWA. 

Now that she’s back, Baby Doll has 
already hurt Zbyszko. According to re- 
liable sources, J.J. Dillon was going to 
ask Zbyszko to replace Lex Luger in 
The Four Horsemen, but Flair and 
Blanchard talked him out of it. The 
reason is clear: Baby Doll. 

Failure always comes quickly to the 
men she’s with: Tully Blanchard didn’t 
win the National title until Baby Doll 
left him. Gino Hernandez couldn’t 
maintain a hold on the World Class 
American title while she was with him. 
Dusty Rhodes lost the NWA World 
title while with her. Distracted by Baby 
Doll, success is impossible. Blinded by 
jealousy after she leaves, her men often 
engage in useless feuds. 

Barry Windham has the upper hand 
in his war with Zbyszko. And he prob- 
ably doesn’t even know why. O

What he’s 
saying on interviews isn’t all talk. The 
man has significant assets, more than 
enough to buy 10 World champion- 
ships. More than enough to buy the 
entire WWF!” 

Silence once again fell upon the 
staff. Anybody with an ounce of 
knowledge about the corporate world 
knew what this meant: If he wishes, 
DiBiase could buy out the contracts of 
some of the top wrestlers in the WWF, 
or even make McMahon an offer so 
lucrative that he couldn’t refuse a deal 
to sell the entire WWF, making DiBi- 
ase Owner, president, and matchmaker. 

‘From what I can tell, DiBiase’s of- 
fer to buy the belt from Hogan and 
then Andre was only a preliminary 
plan,” said Associate Editor Dave 
Rosenbaum. ‘‘DiBiase would buy the 
WWE only as a last resort. It’s some- 
thing he really doesn’t need, because 
he has all the material wealth he could 


ever want. He probably figured he’d 
try to buy the belt, and if that didn’t 
work he’d buy the entire federation to 
get revenge.” 

‘‘And if he takes over the WWF, he 
also takes over everybody’s contracts,” 
added Peters. “Hogan, Andre, Bam 
Bam Bigelow, Hacksaw Duggan, Ran- 
dy Savage, Rick Steamboat, The Hon- 
ky Tonk Man—they’d all be his. DiBi- 
ase would virtually own these wrestlers 
for the length of their contracts, and 
he’d be able to manipulate their careers 
to his whims!’

made a more lucrative offer to Andre 
the Giant and manager Bobby 
Heenan. Andre accepted the offer, but 
he still had to win the belt from Ho- 
gan on February 5 in Indianapolis. If 
he failed, DiBiase was still without the 
title. 

‘As sick as it sounds, it would 
probably be better for all involved if 
Andre won on February 5 and gave 
the title to DiBiase,’”’ said Assistant 
Editor Gian Trotta. ‘This way, DiBi- 
ase would have to defend the title, 
most likely against Hogan; and though 
he’s a great wrestler, he’d probably 
lose to Hogan.” 

“On the other hand,’’ interjected 
Assistant Editor Andy Rodriguez, “‘if 
Hogan beats Andre, DiBiase would 
have to go to plan two, which could 
mean buying the WWF. That would 
be the worst thing that could happen, 
and would probably mean the very de- 
struction of the WWF itself. Of 
course, Andre selling the belt to DiBi- 
ase would cause significant damage to 
the WWF, too. The title would mean 
nothing.” 

Either way, the WWF could be in 
for trouble. A bought belt is worth 
nothing. People would have no respect 
for a man who bought his belt. And 
once the belt is tarnished, there would 
be no turning back. Obviously, the 
new champion would be a farce. But if 
he lost the belt, the next champion 
would know that he didn’t beat the 
real champ. And would fans turn out 
to see a bogus champion defend the 
title? Probably not. 

DiBiase buying the WWE is definite- 
ly the worst of the two evils. Appar- 
ently, DiBiase only wants the WWF so 
he can become matchmaker. He’d 
schedule himself in countless matches 
against the champion until he won the 
title, then probably defend the belt 
against preliminary bums. 

Unfortunately, DiBiase holds the 
trump card. His money apparently can 
buy anything. And now he’s looking 
to buy the ultimate prize! Oo

Hawk and Animal are determined to prove their superiority over Barbarian and Warlord, even if it means putting off 
NWA World tag title shots. But a victory in this war may not be so easily won: Warlord and Barbarian are remarkably 
powerful men—among the most underrated wrestlers in the sport. 

For his part, Jones’ reckless challenge is seen by some as the latest folly of a crazed mind. Others, though, see it as a 
brilliant attempt to psych out the Warriors by taking an aggressive initiative against Hawk and Animal that few teams have 
ever attempted. This untested strategy may be the wisest ploy anyone has attempted against the Warriors. 

On a long-term basis, the Warriors cannot survive a loss in this feud. Warlord and Barbarian, on the other hand, have 
little to lose. And that could be the deciding factor: Warlord and Barbarian can wrestle recklessly; the Warriors havé to 
wrestle more carefully, assuring that they win each outing. 

While the Warriors hold a decided advantage in teamwork and experience, with everything to lose in this series and little 
to gain they are going to feel the pressure. If they are mentally equipped to handle that challenge—and Paul Ellering will 
play a major role here—they should emerge victorious. O

Between networks, indepen- 
dent stations, cable, and pay-per- 
view, pro wrestling is the most 
available sport on the airwaves. 

But is what we are seeing of 
any value? | certainly wouldn’t ar- 
gue that the production quality of 
a WWF telecast is the equal of 
any other sporting event on TV.

WWF’s Royal Rumble in Hamil- 
ton, Ontario? Why did he aban- 
don Rick Rude and Harley Race?
